HEAVY CASUALTIES 
SAIGON (AP)— South Viet­ 
namese forces have suffered 
comparatively heavy losses in a 
week of fighting around the Bu 
Dop Special Forces camp 85 
m iles north of Saigon. 
The sources said 15 allied sol­ 
diers have been killed, 75 woun­ 
ded, three armored personnel 
carriers and four trucks have 
been destroyed and half a do­ 
zen American helicopters have 
been shot down. 
A total of 60 North Vietna­ 
m ese troops were reported kil­ 
led, but one officer said the 
kill ratio — four enemy dead to 
one South Vietnamese or U. S. 
soltder — "is substantially on 
the bad side.** 


CHINA NO-VOTE EXPECTED 
UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AP) 
— The U. N. General Assembly 
was expected to vote no again 
today on the annual resolu­ 
tion to seat Communist China 
in the United Nations. 
Peking’s chances of winning 
the Chinese seat now held by 
the Nationalists was rated nil 
after several days of lackluster 
debate which produced little 
change in basic positions.

Fighting In World War I came 
to an end on Nov. 11, 1918,and 
the date came to be observed as 
Armistice Day In Great Britain, 
France and the United States. 
The day was devoted to cere­ 
monies In remembrance of 
those who died In the Great 
War, 
After World War n, the dead 
of both global wars were hon­ 
ored on Nov. 11. Canada 
changed the name to "Re­ 
membrance Day,** and Britain 
began marking the Sunday near­ 
est to Nov. 11 as “ Remem­ 
brance Sunday.'* 
It became Veterans Day In 
the United States on June 1, 
1954, after the Korean war. 
President Dwight D. Elsenhow­ 
er signed the measure changing 
the name and extending the ob­ 
servances to include thedeadof 
all U.S. wars.

On Veterans Day

The Vietnam theme overshad­ 
owed all others today on Vet­ 
erans Day in California, al­ 
though past wars were not for­ 
gotten amid the parades and 
protests. 
Gov. Reagan's Veterans Day 
statement said; "Our greatest 
enemy today is the complacent, 
apathetic attitude of the general 
public who hesitate to become 
involved in anything. 
"Unless tee silent majority 
are willing to demonstrate by 
some visible means," Reagan 
said, "tee voice of tee militants, 
dissidents and malcontents will 
be heard in ever increasing 
numbers.*’ 
San Francisco provided an ex­ 
ample of opposing viewpoints: 
—Claude Batault, French con­ 
sul general there, laying a 
wreath in the trophy room of 
the War Memorial Building to 
honor Americans who died 
fighting for France in two wars. 
America’s only living five- 
star general, Omar N. Bradley, 
commander of U.S. ground 
forces in Europe during World 
War II, was to address veterans 
in Memorial Coliseum in Los 
Angeles. 


Airport Radio Room 
Discussed At Corning

CORNING — The Corning City 
Council discussed possible con­ 
struction of a radio room in an 
existing Corning Municipal Air­ 
port hangar at the meeting last 
night. 
Councilman M.G. Etnery made 
the proposal and submitted a 
sketch for the counctlmen to 
study. The radio room would be 
20 by 40 feet and would allow 
Merlin A. Bullard to have a fac­ 
ility at the airport for testing 
plane radios and other equip­ 
ment. 
The radio room would be in 
the center part of the hangar. 
Councilmen discussed the pro­ 
posal and decided to study the 
matter further. Estimated cost 
of the addition to the airport 
will probably be discussed at the 
next meeting. Councilmen also 
discussed the repairs tothe air­ 
port runway. 
Council adapted an amendment 
to the Corning dog quarantine 


ordinance. This followed the 
second reading of the ordi­ 
nance. The amendment drops 
one of the provisions of the 
present ordinance which al­ 
lows owners to confine their 
quarantined animal at home by 
fencing, keeping the pet in­ 
side or chaining it. 
The dog ordinance will require 
a dog to be quarantined for 10 
days in the city pound or five 
days with a veterinarian. The 
health officer examines the ani­ 
mal and it is released at his 
discretion. The dog will be kept 
under strict observance in eith­ 
er the city pound or at a vet­ 
erinary clinic. 
Councilmen decided toholdthe 
proposed amendment to the stop 
sign ordinance over until the 
next meeting. There will be 
some additional stop signs add­ 
ed.It was decided by councilmen 
to advertise for bids Dec. 8

NEW YORK (AP)— Bombs ex­ 
ploded in three Manhattan sky­ 
scrapers early today, slightly 
injuring one man and causing 
limited damage. 
About six hours after the 
bombs went off at 1:05 a.m., 
news 
agencies got 
letters 
claiming the bombs had been set 
oii in protest to the power of 
giant corporations and the Viet­ 
nam war. 
"Durmg this week of antiwar 
protest, we set oil explosions in 
offices 
of Chase Manhattan, 
Standard Oil, and General Mo­ 


tors," the letters said. 
Later, in Amman, Jordan, the 
leader of the Marxist Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine also claimed credit 
for the bombings. 
The FBI joined city police in 
investigating the new bombings. 
The blasts occurred minutes 
alter telephone warnings. 
Letters received by the New 
York Times and United Press 
International bore postmarks 
on which the date, Nov. 10, and 
the letters "p.m., "w ereclear, 
but the hour was illegible. 


All three buildings were open 
today, although many offices 
were on a holiday schedule. 
The 20th floor of the RCA 
building, where the bomb ex­ 
ploded, was closed by police 
at the request of Standard Oil 
of New Jersey because of blown 
out windows, doors and parti­ 
tions and loose ceilings 
Four of tie RCA build mg's 
eight high-rise elevators were 
out of commission, and a spo­ 
kesman said repairs would take 
several weeks.

To adjust your machine for 


free-stitching, set stitrn regu- 
lator in neutral pos'tlon; re- 
move presser foot: and lower 
feed dog. Clamp fabric in an 
embrodlerj 
hoop, centering 


portion to be stitched in the 
hoop. 


Each time you begin to sew, 


draw bobbin thread through 
fabric. Hold thread ends, low- 
er presser bar and needle Into 
fabric, and then stitch slowly 
at an even rate while moving 
hoop back and forth. Coordi- 
nate machine speed with move- 
ment of hoop. This method al- 
lows stitching to be made in 
any direction—in straight or 
curved lines.

Fold tape in half, wrong sides 
together, and pin into position. 
Blind-stitch stems to fabric. 


Flower petals also are made 


from single-fold tape. For each 
petal, cut a 1-1/2-inch strip of 
tape and press bottom fold out 
flat. 
Hold tape horizontal- 


ly, wrong side towards you, 
and overlap folded edges to 
form a cone. Gather bottom 
raw edges and secure stitches. 
Arrange five petals at end of 
each stem to form flower, and 
sew in place. 


Flower pompon centers are 


made from cotton mercerized 
thread. One spool makes two 
centers. 


Before making pompons, cut 


about 40 inches of thread from 
spool and fold in half repeat- 
edly for pompon ties. Then 
slash spool 
lengthwise with 


a razor blade, cutting through 
all layers of thread. Remove 
thread from spool in one com- 
plete section and tie securely 
one-half inch from each end. 
Cut between ties, fluff threads, 
and sew in center of flowers. 
Co/nplete 
wall-hanging 
by 


facing the two fabric pieces. 


Place right sides together and 


stitch a half-inch seam around 
edges, leaving a six inch open- 
ing on one side. Turn to right 
side 
through 
opening 
and 


press. 
Slip 
stitch opening 


closed. Form 
rod loops by 


folding down extensions at top 
edge 
and hand-stitching in 


place.

Yale Accordion Symphony Will 
Open County Concert Season

An unusual program, the Yale 


Accordion Symphony, will open 
the current season of the Te- 
hama County Community Con- 
cert Association Saturday eve- 
ning in the boys gym at Red 
Bluff Union High School. 


Considered an innovation in the 


concert field of music, the 25 
musicians and their accordions 
produce the sound of a full 
orchestra, even to the "illusion 
of strings, brasses and wood- 
winds," according to those 
who have heard them.

tympani and cymbals. 
Oakley Yale, founder and con-

There is something unbelievably callous about the approach of 


a surprisingly large number of persons to the bloodshed in Viet- 
nam. We hear it every day, cloaked usually under high sounding 
camouflage. But it was said rather plainly in a letter to the Daily 
News. We cannot just pull out, the writer declared. We would be 
the laughing stock of the world. 


Now there could be no objection to anyone who wanted to go to 


Vietnam and take his place In the jungle patrols to seek out the 
Viet Cong and risk his life to prevent this country from being the 
laughing stock of the world, or of achieving peace with honor, 
or however he wanted to put it. But far too often it isn't the man 
carrying a rifle along the booby-trapped trails who is doing the tall 
talking. And when those high sentiments are voiced by some poli- 
tician who knows he'll never be called to face enemy fire, they are 
considerably less than convincing. 


We must not let the Communists outstay us or bluff us, poli- 


tical leaders and people all around us say. We must not let them 
defeat us, they say. We, they say. But they don't mean we. They 
mean you, them, someone else. Gov. Reagan doesn't expect to 
crawl through mud and water with bullets cutting the grass a- 
round him. Neither does Sen. Mendel Rivers. And neither does 
President Nixon. 


To them, perhaps, it is enough that the head count of enemy 


dead is greater than the head count of American dead. They may 
be able to take satisfaction out of the hope that at the cost of just a 
few more thousand American lives and a few more billions of 
American money they will be able to say that they didn't preside 
over an American defeat. But to the young Americans who don't 
come back it will make little difference whether it is called a de- 
feat or a victory. 


What right do we have to send someone else to die so that we 


can boast of anything? 


Skilled Labor Locking

Although nobody can minimize 
the problem of rising unemploy- 
ment, there is a tendency to dis- 
count the other side of the issue; 
that is, there is also a big and 
growing shortage of skilled 
labor in the United States. 


Which is worse is hard to say. 
Unemployment is a personal 
tragedy and a cause of social 
unrest. It is a waste of the na- 
tion's most important resource, 
a cause of higher taxes, a dis- 
eased seed that grows into ur- 
ban blight. 


The shortage of skilled labor 
results in poorer products, 
higher prices, the constant 
threat of financially erosive in- 
flation, and a frustration over 
poor quality and service that 
saps a nation's self-esteem. 


From now until the Nixon ad- 


ministration feels it has con- 
tained inflation there will be an 
emphasis on the growing rate of 
unemployment, and this is un- 
derstandable. 


As of now, the government 


puts the unemployment figure 
at 4 per cent of the civilian la- 
bor force, and there are indica- 
tions it could go to 4.5 per cent 
in 1970. 


Meanwhile, the other aspect 


of the job problem—the availa- 
bility of jobs but the absence of 
workers to fill them—might ac- 
tually grow worse. 


As the unemployment rate 
rises there is likely to be, Ironi- 
cally, a rise in the demands of 
skilled labor. Many large union 
contracts will be negotiated in 
1970. And, knowing their skills 
are scarce, union members will 
raise demands. 


This is the curious situation: 


At the very time workers are 
being layed off, American in- 
dustry finds itself in a desperate 
need for skills. While dropping 
the unskilled man, the same 
employer is searching for skil- 
led hands. 


Commenting on the situation, 
Lionel Edie & Co., economic 
consultants, this week told its 
corporate customers that the 
situation will get worse before it 
gets better, and that they had 
better plan for it. 
, 


Mobility, of course, is one of 


the causes of the problem. 
Workers in a area of too few 
jobs often are unwilling or un- 
able to relocate to areas need- 
ing their skills. Human nature 
being what it is, this situation 
may never change. 
However, 
reasonable 
ap- 


proaches lie' in three areas, 
Edie said, 


First and most obvious, man- 


power training is needed to 
transform tha unskilled and un- 
wanted laborer into a sought- 
after skilled workman. This 
would require an easing of craft 
union 
restrictions, 
company 


training programs and perhaps 
government subsidies. 


Second, labor saving devices 


must be employed intensively. 
This has been the traditional ap- 
proach to improving production 
efficiency and raising output 
per manhour. 


Third, products must be de- 


veloped which require a mini- 
mum of maintenance and re- 
pairs. In many cases, said Edie, 
it already pays to discard a ra- 
dio or television set rather than 
incur the high costs of re- 
pairs.

WASHINGTON — The Die auto 
makers have been dazzling car 
buyers 
with glittering sales 


promotion about new safety fea- 
tures. But in the backrooms of 
the Senate, the car companies 
are lobbying furiously to sabot- 
age the federal Auto Safety Act. 


Detroit's most persuasive lob- 


byists — affable pressure peo- 
ple skilled at the soft sell — 
have been slipping around to 
see members of the Senate 
Commerce Committee about the 
future of the Federal Highway 
Safety Bureau. The automoRuls 
would like to restrict the bur- 
eau's authority to enforce car 
safety. 
Crucial votes will be taken this 


week behind closed committee 
doors. To line up the yeas and 
nays against auto safety, the 
Automobile Manufacturers As- 
sociation's Lynn Mote, brother 
of Vice President Agnew's ad- 
ministrative assistant, Walter 
Mote, has been bustling around 
the backrooms. 


Also active behind the scenes 
have been attorneys of the poli- 
tically potent law firm ofWil- 
mer, Cutler ami Pickering, rep- 
resenting the auto manufactur- 
ers. And the Detroit Big Three 
have 
dispatched 
their most 


charming persuaders to Sena- 
tors' offices — Robert Smith 
and Wayne Smlthey of Ford, 
Robert Conner of Chrysler and 
James Morris of General Mo- 
tors. 


Questioned 
by this column, 


they deny their intent is to carve 
up auto safety. But the meas- 
ures they are merchandising 
would permit the Secretary of 
Transportation to puncture all 
four tires of federal auto safety. 
The auto men, for instance, 
want a time-consuming hear- 
ing —they already have the right 
to court review - before the 
Secretary can compel recall of 
unsafe cars. Consumer advo- 
cates smell delaving tactics.

1 am writing you as a private 


citizen concerned about the con. 
troversy over Judge Clement 
F. Haynsworth's nomination to 
the Supreme Court. The opposi- 
tion to this nomination, insti. 
gated primarily by labor unions 
and certain civil rights groups, 
is rapidly boiling down to one 
issue: Who is going to run this

Court. Surely no nominee could 
ask for or receive 
higher 


praise. 


Yet the opponents of Judge 


Haynsworth continue to harp on 
the so-called conflict of interest 
charges raised by Senator Bayh. 
These charges have all clearly 
been shown to be completely un. 
founded by the President and 
also the American Bar Associ- 
ation's Co.-nmlttee on the Ju- 
diciary and numerous Senators 
who examined all the claims 
made in Senator Bayh's now dis- 
credited Bill of Particulars. 


These unjustified smears on 


Judge Haynsworth's character 
have cost him many votes in the 
Senate, which is exactly what 
they were calculated to do. But 
it is not too late to reverse 
the damage. This is one of those 
rare occasions where the voices 
of the normally "silent major,

A presidential advisory 
subcommittee — and another 
group appointed by the Trans- 
portation Department itself — 
recently told volpe they were 
appalled and dismayed by his 
lack oi progress on used car 
safety. 
The auto lobbyists are desper- 
ately trying to head off Hartke's 
reforms. They alsohopetosub- 
vert a bill that would force car 
makers to pay for all factory 
defect repairs. 


A number of Senators on the 


Commerce 
Committee 
are 


standing firm against the bland- 
ishments of the car lobbyists. 
But the lobby has taproots in 
every car agency in the country, 
and not every Senator has a lov- 
ed sister who might have been 
saved by better car 
saffitv,

Nov. 11 being Veterans Day, I 
thought I would mention a few 
things that happened at the time 
as there aren't too many people 
in Red Bluff that were here that 
day. 


I know everybody wanted the 
war to quit but, of course, we 
had to wait until Germany was 
ready to surrender. Well, it. 
finally was settled and as you 
know, it happened Nov. 11. As 
far as Red Bluff was concerned, 
the people all lined up around 
Main St.,waiting for 11 o'clock. 
The stores all closed up and 
everything else. 


I was hauling mill blocks from 


the Brown and Doane factory, 
where the Diamond National 
warehouse is on Madison St. 
About 15 minutes before 11 
a.m., they shut the mill down 
and at 11, all the church bells, 
fire bells and train whistles 
blew, everybody hollered, "The 
war is over." 


I had a little 14-horse power 


truck and tried to get part of 
the band to ride up and down 
the street with me but no, all 
they hollered was "The war is 
over." 


So after a little while, all went 


back to work again, all felt happy 
and contented. 


Some fellow had written a little 


piece in the paper mentioning 
me being a German and making 
good money. Yes, I really did 
make big money. I made about 
$3 per day, sometimes $3.50 
or $4. 
Of course, I had to 


feed my horse and rent a bar 
as I had no place of my own. 
Anyway, I went to the news of- 
fice and answered him back.

The shortage of skilled labor 
results in poorer products, 
higher prices, the constant 
threat of financially erosive in­ 
flation, and a frustration over 
poor quality and service that 
saps a nation's self-esteem. 
From now until the Nixon ad­ 
ministration feels it has con­ 
tained inflation there will be an 
emphasis on the growing rate of 
unemployment, and this is un­ 
derstandable. 
As of now, the government 
puts the unemployment figure 
at 4 per cent of the civilian la­ 
bor force, and there are indica­ 
tions it could go to 4.5 per cent 
in 1970. 
Meanwhile, the other aspect 
of the job problem—the availa­ 
bility of jobs but the absence of 
workers to fill them—might ac­ 
tually grow worse. 
As the unemployment rate 
rises there is likely tobe, ironi­ 
cally, a rise in the demands of 
skilled labor. Many large union 
contracts will be negotiated in 
1970. And, knowing their skills 
are scarce, union members will 
raise demands. 


This Is the curious situation:

While dropping 
the unskilled man, the same 
employer is searching for skil­ 
led hands.

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To The Editor; 
I am writing you as a private 
citizen concerned about the con­ 
troversy over Judge Clement 
F. Haynsworth's nomination to 
the Supreme Court. The opposi­ 
tion to this nomination, insti­ 
gated prim arily by labor unions 
and certain civil rights groups, 
is rapidly boiling down to one 
issue: Who is going to run this 
country, the President and the 
majority of American citizens 
or certain highly organized mi­ 
nority groups who now seem 
determined to block thisnomiiw 
aiion by whatever means possi­ 
ble? 
President Nixon reiterated in 
his October 20th press confer­ 
ence “with even greater con­ 
viction" his earlier pronounce­ 
ment that, in his opinion, Judge 
Haynsworth is the best qualified 
of all the circuit judges in the 
country to serve on the Supreme 
Court. Surely no nominee could 
ask for or receive higher 
praise. 
Yet the opponents of Judge 
Haynsworth continue to harp on 
the so-called conflict of interest 
charges raised by Senator Bayh. 
These charges have all clearly 
been shown to be completely ut* 
founded by the President and 
also the American Bar Associ­ 
ation's Committee on the J im 
diciary and numerous Senators 
who examined all the claims 
made in Senator Bayh'snow dis­ 
credited Bill of Particulars. 
These unjustified sm ears on 
Judge Haynsworth's character 
have cost him many votes in the 
Senate, which Is exactly what 
they were calculated to do. But 
it is not too late to reverse 
the damage. This isone of those 
rare occasionswhere the voices 
of the normally “ silent major­ 
ity," those millions of solid, 
fair-minded, law-abiding citi­ 
zens who live throughout this 
country, must be heard and their 
opinion of Judge Haynsworth 
made known to their Senators. 
If this is done, Judge Hayns­ 
worth can, and will, be coím 
firmed by a substantial margin 
— a margin he justly deserves 
on the basis of his distinguish 
ed record as a judge, lawyer 
and citizen. If we do not speak 
out now, however, there is a 
grave danger not only that the 
Supreme Court may lose the 
services oí a great Judge, but 
also that this country may well 
cod up being controlled by cer­ 
tain minority groups who can 
get whatever they want merely 
by the use of irresponsible and 


unfounded charges against ahy 
person or policy they oppose, 
which is the sum and substance 
of the smear campaign waged 
against Judge Haynsworth.

Some fellow had written a little 
piece in the paper mentioning 
me being a German and making 
good money. Yes, I really did 
make big money. I made about 
$3 per day, sometimes $3.50 
or $4. 
Of course, 1 had to 
feed inv horse and rent a bar 
as I had no place of my own. 
Anyway, I went to the news of­ 
fice and answered him back. I 
wrote him, I volunteered for 
the Spanish American War be­ 
fore I became an American 
citizen. 
Did you volunteer? 
Well, he never answered me 
back. Well, we hope that toe 
war In Vietnam will also soon 
• lose. I enjoyed Pres. Nixon's 
speech, I think he was right. We 
can't just pull out and let toe 
North Vietnam take over. We 
would be toe laughing stock of 
the world.

Apollo 12

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP)— 


The weatherman today forecast 
good conditions for Friday's 
launching of the Apollo 12 as- 
tronauts oil man's second moon 
landing voyage. 
The prediction came as two of 
the astronauts, who will fly the 
world's most sophisticated ma- 
chine, trained in more prosaic 
vehicles — a helicopter and a 
jet plane. 
After checking progress ofthe 
countdown at the launch pad, 
Charles Conrad Jr. and Rich- 
ard F. Gordon Jr., drove to 
nearby Patrick Air Force Base. 


Conrad, who will command 


the Apollo 12 mission, operated 
the helicopter at. if he were 
hovering
